OUTSIDE SANTIAGO 


HAVANA, Cuba, Sept. 12.— 
(UP)—The United States embassy 
received reports from the Ameri- 
can consul at -Santiago tonight 
that Americans there were concen- 
trating at Rente, across the harbor 
from Santiago. 


The consul asserted that tents 
may be necessary to accommodate 
the American refugees, apparently 
forced out of their residences in 
Santiago itself. The report issued 
at the embassy lacked details. A 
censorship at Santiago was said 
to be operating, making clarifica- 
tion of the situation difficult. 

The United States destroyer 
Sturtevant arrived last week off 
Santiago to be ready in an emer- 
gency.

Havana's tall Hotel National last’ 


night remained the focal point of in- 
terest in the turbulent Cuban situa- 
tion, with several hundred army of- 
ficers, loyal to the deposed de Ces- 
pedes regime, barricaded inside, armed 
to the teeth, insisting in the face of 


a presidentiai ultimatum that de Ces- 
pedes be returned. 

The new president, Dr. Ramon 
Grau San Martin, swore in a cabinet 
of eight, all participants in the oust- 
ing of former President Machado. The 
president told a cheering crowd that 
“Cuba at last is free.” 

Official Washington gave notice it 
would follow a line of strict neutrality 
between opposing factions in Cuba but 
expressed apprehension over the sit- 
uation at the Hotel National. Some 
were known to feel it would be neces- 
sary ‘to land forces if shots were 
fired. 

Increasing apprehension among 
Americans in the interior was caused 
by continued strikes and manifesta- 
tions. A number from the interior of 
Oriente province assembled at Rente, 
across the bay. Others were packing 
their belongings at Cardenas, prepar- 
ing to move. Soldiers remained on 
guard at Cristo. 

United States Ambassador Welles 
moved from the Hotel National, ex- 
plaming that with a strike of employ- 
es there was no food to be had. Five 
additional American destroyers steam- 
ed into Cuban waters. 


OFFICERS STAY IN HOTEL 


AS CABINET IS FORMED 


HAVANA, Sept. 12.—A Cuban gov- 
ernment made up exclusively of men 
who fought to oust Gerardo Machado 
tonight took this island’s destinies into 
its hands as several score army offi- 
cers outspoken in their opposition re- 
mained barricaded in their hotel. 

One month to the day after Ma- 
chado was ousted, the tall new presi- 
dent, Dr. Ramon Grau San Martin, 
swore in his cabinet of eight men who 
battled with him against the former 
executive. 

Apparently paying little attention 
to the storm clouds of opposition, the 
regime set to work on the republic’s 
manifold problems. As a guide mark 
they had the declaration of Grau San 
Martin that “Cuba at last is free.”

Rate Cut Would Mean Bankruptcy, 
South Georgia Phone Head Testifies 


The plight of smaller telephone companies, allegedly faced with ruin because of loss of revenues and 
inability to collect from subscribefs they still serve, was pictured to the Georgia public service commission 
Tuesday as it launched its investigation into telephone rates..

Steadily declining revenues, losses‘ 
of subscribers pom increasing collec- 
tion difficulties have so imperiled two 
south Géorgia telephone companies 
that any decrease in rates on local or 
long distance service would be certain 
to force them into bankruptcy, W. EB. 
Glisson, general manager of the com- 
panies, testified before the Georgia 
public service commission Tuesday, as 
that body launched its investigation 
into telephone rates in Georgia. 

Mr. Glisson, who lives at Tallahas- 
see, Fila., is general manager of the 
Central Telephone Company of Geor- 

ia and the Southeastern Telephone 

ompany of. Georgia, which serve 
practically the entire southern section 
of the state. 

The company executive painted a 
dark picture when, in answer to ques- 
tions from Assistant Attorney-Gener- 
al John T. Goree and Chairman J. P. 
Wilhoit, of the commission, he told of 
the plight of the two companies -he 
has directed for nearly five years.: 

ims Business Lost. 

“Tt would mean certain bankruptey 
to lower rates and it certainly would 


Mr. Glisson testified in answer to a 
direct question from Chairman Wil- 
hoit. “We have lost hundreds of sub- 
scribers in the ‘ast few years and 
practitcally all of them left owing us 
from $30 to $50. If the rates were 
lowered in a bid for new business we 
would have only those people who owe 
us money they cannot pay as prospec- 
tive customers. We can hardly be ex- 
pected to:get new business when we 
cannot collect what is owed us.” 

Mr. Glisson asserted that he be- 
lieved an increase in rates would mean 
the loss of additional subscribers. and 
bring a further loss, in the revenues 
of his companies. . 

“It looks like the only thing we 
can do is to worry along as we have 
+ been,” Mr. Glisson said. 

The witness said his and similar 
companies were banking’on the NRA 
as their only hope of economic re- 
covery.

Senator Harrison Urges

COLUMBIA, 8. C., Sept. 12—(UP) 
Drastic emergency action to avert 
threatened economic ruin for the 
southern farmer was urged by a four- 
state cotton growers’ conference here 
today. 

The more than 2,000 farmers from 
North and South Carolina, Alabama 
and Georgia attending the meeting 
unanimously approved a program call- 
ing for: 

1. Immediate currency expansion 
under provisions of the agricultural 
adjustment? act. 

2. Abandonment of the cotton proc- 
egsing tax. : 

3. Declaration by the government 


of a minimum price of 15 cents a 
pound for cotton and of $25 a ton 
for cotton seed. 

4. A cotton marketing holiday until 
7 proposed minimum price is obtain- 

e. 

5. A plan for reduction of cotton 
production under which the secretary 
of agriculture would license the pro- 
duction of only 9,000,000 bales next 


season. 
Committees Sought. 
Governors of cotton-producing states 
were &sked to appoint committees to 
proceed to Washington at once and 
lay the program before government 
officials for immediate action. 


The report of a steering committee | 


which submitted the program to the 
full conference late today declared 
that “conditions affecting the cotton 
grower are worse now than at this 
time last year and unless relief is 
forthcoming immediately the national 
recovery act will be imperiled in the 
south.” 

Claude N. Sapp, South Carolina 
democratic party chairman, said in 
an address that “unless quick relief 
is forthcoming to the farmers the 
NRA will blow up like a balloon.” 

Unless conditions improve within 
the next 90 days for the farmers we 
will have a new form of government,” 
Sapp warned.

PIEDMONT. Ala., Sept. 12.—(4)— 
Officials of the Standard Coosa 
Thatcher cotton mill here, closed due 
to strike of employes who claimed vio- 
lation of national recovery act code 
rules, today made public a telegram 
sent to NRA headquarters in Wash- 
ington explaining their side of the 
case, . 

The telegram was dispatched from 


Chattanooga, headquarters of the com- 
pany, yesterday and carried the signa- 
ture of T. H. McKinney, president of 
the organization. oe 

It read as follows: : 

“Our employes in our Coosa plant 
located at Piedmont struck this morn- 
ing. We have complied to the letter 
and in spirit with the textile code 
and the provisions of the national in- 
dustrial recovery act. 

“The management met with repre- 

sentatives of the employes Sunday and 
agreed to submit differences to a board 
of arbitrators as provided for in the 
code, but without avail. The plant 
was closed by strikers and loyal em- 
ployes are denied entrance resulting 
in 700 workers being thrown out of 
employment. 
_ “This company has maintained in all 
its plants a wage scale and general 
working conditions which compare 
favorably with any textile mill in the 
country. The strike is contrary to 
the spirit of the national industrial 
recovery act and we have therefore 
been constrained to post notices that 
the mill will he closed indefinitely.” 

George P. Hoslan, mayor of Pied- 
mont, today said there was‘no disturb- 
ance about the closed mill. The 
Standard Coosa Thatcher organization 
operates five mills, he said, one here, 
one at Gadsden, one at Rossville, 
Ga., and two at Chattanooga. . Only 
the Piedmont mill ie affected by the 
present trouble, he said.

10,000 Miners m Five Coun- 
ties Already Idle; Others 
Expected To Join. 


UNIONTOWN, Pa., Sept. 12.-—, 


(?)—~The vast soft coal fields of 
southwestern Pennsylvafia’ seethed 
with unrest tonight as plans go for- 
ward for a general mine “holiday.” 

Already 10,000 miners in five 
counties have laid down their toola 
and Martin Ryan, leader of. a grou 
sponsoring the walkout, said the enx- 
tire district will be idle tomorrow. 

The H. C. Frick Coke Company. 
largest operator in Fayette county, 
said it plans to operate as_ usual. 
Thomas Moses, president, said “we do 
not anticipate’ any ‘holiday’ or any 
strike as our employes are not joining 
in any such movement.” 

Ryan is president of the United 
Mine“ Workers’ local at the Frick 
Colonial No. 4 mine.. He was one 
of the leaders in last month’s strike 
at Frick operations; which resulted in 
violence and bloodshed and the call- 
ing of national guardsmen to preserve 
order, 


necessary, reporting to NRA head- 
quarters here.

Public hearings on a code for the 
boot and shoe industry opened with 
manufacturers standing unitedly be- 
hind a clause providing that they 
might hire or discharge without refer- 
ence to union affiliation, despite the 
public statement of Johnson ‘that 
such a provision would not be ac- 
cepted. 

Hearings also were begun on codes 
for the silk textiles and motion pic- 
ture industries, with Will H. Hays, 
the high commissioner of motion pic- 
tures, pledging that the industry 
would “maintain right moral stand- 
ards in the production of pictures.” 

In New York Johnson pleaded to- 
night for a return of confidence in 
the nation’s ability to overcome eco- 
nomic difficulties and said signs of 
a “broad advance are everywhere.” 

The national recovery administra- 
tor, speaking at an NRA rally in Mad- 
ison Square Garden, declared every 
economic index has “moved substan- 
tially Me ue since those dark days 
of March.” 

He interpreted the NRA movement 
as a vast effort to bring capital and 
labor on a common plane of under- 
standing and as a méans of ending the 
“old system of enforced non-co-opera- 
tion” in industry. 

Secretary Ickes said he was analyz- 
ing reports that retail prices of gaso- 
line were increasing disproportionate- 
ly fast to crude oil prices, adding that 
if this were so “we will have to do 
something.” 

Duties of Boards. 

In setting «up the regional compli- 
ance boards, Fela assigned to them 
the duties of hearing complaints of 
non-compliance, hearing petitions for 
exceptions to the agreements “where 
strict compliance would create great 
and unavoidable hardship, and h-ar- 
ing petitions for permission to op- 
erate on the longer hour schedule of 
existing union contracts, instead of 
the maximum hours of the president's 
agreement. 

“Tt should be impressed on the com- 
munity that anyone who is now dis- 
playing the Eagle is presumed to be 
complying with the president's agree- 
ment until the Eagle is taken away 
from him by competent federal au- 
thority,” Johnson said. “Rumors in- 
jurious to NRA members should be 
discouraged and the community in- 
structed that the thing to do is to 
bring complaints with the facts which 
support the same to the local compli- 
ance board and not to report a sus- 
picion to neighbors.” 

Strikes Spur Efforts. 

Within three of the industries 
whose codes were up for action today 
strikes have indicated to officials the 
necessity for speed. Recently, the na- 
tional Jabor board, in addition to «ct- 
ing in the coal fields, sent represeu‘a- 
tives into troubled areas of the silk 
and boot and shoe industries. Several 
weeks ago a plar for arbitrating a 
motion picture strike was presented. 

The danger of industrial disturb- 
ances is being watched closely by of- 
ficials, and ehere were strong indica- 
tions today an attempt would be made 
soon to draft a statement of labor re-

lants.

BATTERY DEALERS 
STUDY SALES IDEAS 


A large gathering of battery dealers 
and their employes met Tuesday night 
at the Henry Grady Hotel, as the 
guests of the local Exide factory 
branch and saw modern battery sell- 
ing methods demonstrated by pictures 
and sound. 

The meeting was presided over by 
Mark C. Pope Jr., who called atten- 
tion to the necessity of. battery dealers 
guiding the battery buyer in his se- 
lection of the right kind of battery 
for his car, instead of allowing him 
to be influenced by misinformation on 
the subject. 

“Car owners,” said Mr. Pope; “will 
continue to be influenced during the 
recovery period by ~rice as they were 
during the depression.

IN FLORIDA SHOWS 
MARKED INCREASE 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 12.—(4)— 
Financial operation of Florida’s state 
government cost each man, woman 
and child in the state $8.94 more in 
1932 than it did in 1917, while prop- 
erty bore 15.8 per cent of the total 
revenue against 66 per cent in 1917. 


The figures were announced today 
by the department of commerce bu- 
reau of census in a prepared state- 
ment on a survey of the Florida state 
government. The survey covered the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1932. The 
bureau said: 

‘Payments for operation and main- 
tenance of the general departments of 
Florida (state government) amounted 
to $19,391,079, or $12.77 per eapita 
(for 1932). This includes $6,339,544 
apportionments for education in the 
minor civil divisions of the state. 

“In 1931, the per capita cost for 
operation and maintenance of the 
general departments was $11.97 and 
in 1917 it was $3.88.”

QUART PRICE UNCHANGED 

BY U. S., BRIDGES ASSERTS 

By the Associated Press. 

Fred Bridges, assistant Georgia 
commissioner of agriculture, Tuesday 
night said the milk agreement fixed 
by federal officials for the state 
would provide for a. payment of $2. 
per hundred pounds to producers and 
a retail price of 12 and 13 cents 
per quart. 

He said under the agreement the 
producer would receive approximately 
221-2 cents a gallon for milk of 4 
per cent butterfat as against about 
13 cents he received before the “milk 
war” in the state last spring. 

The price to the consumer will be 
12 cents cash and carry and 13 cents 
a quart delivered as against 11 and 
12 cents last spring. Mr. Bridges said, 
although the consumer has been pay- 
ing the higher price for about 90 
days since under a temporary agree- 
ment the distributore raised the price 
to the producer to $2.35 a hundred 
pounds. 

Mr. Bridges said about 90 per cent 
of the producers and 100 per cent 
of the distributors agreed on the fed- 
eral plan before it was submitted to 
Washington and since it needs only 
51 per cent now to make it effective 
there was no fear but that the meas- 
ure would receive the indorsement of 
Georgia farmers and distributors, 

A fine of $1,000 for each day’s 
violation is provided and all producers 
and distributors must come under the 
agreement if a majority sign it. 

The agreement affects areas around 
Atlanta, Augusta, Macon, Columbus 
and.Griffin. Smaller cities in south 
Georgia will be allowed to enter if 
they wish. 

Savannah is not included in the 
agreement since distributors and pro- 
ducers there have never been able to 
agree on any price, the producers ask- 
ing a higher price than those in oth- 
er sections because of pasturage con- 
A clause in the agreement 
will permit the Savannah area to 
come in later if the producers and 
distributors can agree on a price.

Dereliction in Duty To 
Some Directors of Grif- 
fin Institution. 


GRIFFIN, Ga., Sept. 12.—Account- 
ing of the financial dealings between 
directors of the now insolvent Griffin 
Banking Company and the bank and 
judgments against them for “such 


amounts as may be found due,” is 
asked in a suit filed in superior court 
here today by R. E. Gormley, state 
superintendent of banks. Failure to 
“honestly and diligently” discharge 
their duties as directors is charged 
against the defendants. 

The total amount for which judg- 
ment is asked in the petition is esti- 
mated at $50,000 by Dave M. Parker, 
of Waycross, assistant attorney-gen- 
eral assigned to the banking depart- 
ment who is one of four well-known 
lawyers listed as attorneys for the pe- 
titioner. 

The insolvency of the bank is at- 
tributed to “large losses” ewwhich the 
petitioner alleges were caused by 
“fraudulent conduct” on ‘the part of 
certain of the directors and it is al- 
leged that the directors generally neg- 
lected their duties.. 

It is also charged that the direc- 
tors permitted bank officers and em- 
ployes to withdraw sums totalling 
$14,358.57 from the bank during | the 
state and national bank holidays, “‘be- 
tween March 3 and 22, 1933.” 


Specifie instances of alleged derelic- 
tion of duty quoted in the petition in- 
clude a charge that shortage was dis- 
covered in the accounts of E. C. 
Smith, an officer and director, in 1930 
and that J. P. Nichols Sr., chairman 
of the board at that time and a broth- 
er-in-law of Smith, directed the em- 
ployes of the bank who had discover- 
ed the shortage not to check further 
back in the records to see when the 
shortage began or the extent thereof 
and on account of such directions no 
further investigation of the account 
was made.” The petition adds that 
no notice was given the bonding cem- 

any and that a loss to the bank of 
£546.73 resulted. 

Two lists of directors are named in 
the petition as defendants in the suit. 
The first list includes the directors at 
the time the bank was turned over to 
the state banking department last 
March. The list follows:

SOVIET COTTON DEAL) 


Wood Says Sale of 1,000,-| 


000 Bales Would Bring 
NRA Benefit to South: 


CANTON, Ga., Sept. 12.—Congress- 

man John S, Wood today strongly in- 
dorsed the request of Senator: Walter 
F. George : for immediate negotiations 
with Russia for the sale of approxi- 
mately 1,000,000. bales: of American 
cotton, stating that such sale would 
prove to be.a stimulus to the present 
cotton market: 
' The congressman also stated that 
he was’ leaving: for Washington at 
once and that it would: be his purpose 
to appear before the. president and the 
secretary of agriculture in regard to 
the proposal. 

“The sale of 1,000,000 bales of cot- 
ton to Russia at this time would prove 
to be a great stimulus to our current 
cotton market,” Mr. Wood said, “and 
it is my hope that it will be pos- 
sible for us to bring about such a sale. 

“Present market conditions are such 
that our farmers cannot profit from a 
sale of their commodities,” he said, 
“and unless something is done to bet- 
ter the situation the south will not 
benefit from the NRA program. Prices 
of all processed materials have shown 
considerable increases during the past 
weeks while the cotton market has 
steadily declined and anyone can see 
that this places the farmer at an ex- 
treme disadvantage. It is therefore im- 
perative that every possible effort be 
made to advance the price of agricul- 
tural commodities while they are still 
in the hands of the farmers.”

ROSS IS WINNER 
IN GREAT FIGHT: 


Canzoneri Wages Game 
Battle in Effort to Win 
Back His Title.

NEW YORK, Sept. 12.—(UP)— 
Barnele Rasofsky, a pale-faced Jew 
from Chicago’s ghetto, and knoWn to 
the trade as Barney Ross, was still 
lightweight champion of the world 
after 15 blazing rounds with Tony 
Canzoneri tonight, and the squat lit- 
tle Italian’s hopes of becoming the 
first 135-pound king to win -back. his 
title, were blasted, 

More than 40,000 persons, the larg- 
est ¢rowd to watch the little fellows 
do battle since Leonard and Tendler 
were swinging away a decade ago, 
watched Canzoneri wage a magnifi- 
cent attack, only to bow. in the end 
to the strength and endurance that 
goes with youth. 

For 10 rounds Canzoneri was in 
the thick of the battle with the man 
who licked him for the title in Chi- 
cago three months ago, and seemed 
to have a fighting chance to accom 
plish a feat that was beyond the skill 
of Bat Nelson and, Joe Gans, Benny 
Leonard, and all the other immortals 
of the ring. 

FIGHTING HEART. ; 

But from the tenth heat on, Can- 
zoneri, who has been going to the 
wars for 12 of his.26 years, began 
to feel the effect of his countless 
battles. Some of the spring went 
from his legs and the snap from his 
arms, and at the finish his fighting 
heart was the only part of his equip- 
ment that’ showed no wear or tear. 

When Ross, a thin stream of blood 
trickling from his nose, was led out 
under the yellow floodlights, and his 
arm held aloft in triumph, the crowd 
gave him a thunderous salute. There 
were a few dissenting voices, as there 
always are, but they didn’t matter. 
Ross was the winner. 

Although always a shade inferior to 
Ross in this writer’s opinion, Can- 
zoneri gained the vote of Judge 
George Kelly. The other judge, Har- 
old Barnes of Schmeling-Sharkey 
fame, cast his ballot for Ross, making 
it necessary for Referee Arthur Dono- 
van to cast a ballot.

~~ biologists today. 
_ Even its name, pantothenic acid, 
was new to most of them. Its discov- 
ery was reported by Dr. Roger J. 
Williams and Carl M. Lyman, of Ore- 
gon Agricultural College, who said 
they named it from the Greek mean- 
ing “from everywhere,” because that 
described exactly where they found it. 

They said it was a “constituent of 
of all living things.” They found it 
in humans, worms, plant molds, oys- 
ters, bacteria, algae and milk. 

“It is probably safe to-say,” they 
stated, “that it is more widely dis- 
tributed in nature than any known 
physiologically potent substance. It is 
apparently a single acid substance.”

Such co-operation between state and 
federal officials, the supervisors said, 
would do much to alleviate the fear 
that state banks not holding federal 
reserve memberships might be unable 
to qualify for the federal deposit 
guaranty and ultimately might be 
forced to close because of lack of the 
insurance, 

They expressed concern over the 
possibility of men not familiar with 
local conditions being placed in charge 
of examining state banks that were 
not reserve members. The Ameri- 
can Bankers’ Association said the de- 
posit guaranty might menace the op- 
eration of thousands of such banks. 

“If non-member state banks are to 
be examined by men familiar with lo- 
cal conditions, men who will make 
allowances in view of those condi- 
tions, all will be well,” said Dr, D. 
W. Gordon, of Pennsylvania, in ex- 
pressing the sentiment of the conven- 
tion, 

He said, it seemed essential that 
the banks in question should have 
their qualifications for deposit insur- 
ance measured with an equitable yard- 
stick. The convention adopted a res- 
olution for appointment of a commit- 
tee to confer with federal authorities 
to bring forth such a solution. 


19 JAILED IN STRIKE 


OF COTTON PICKERS 


DARDANELLE, Ark., Sept. 12.— 
(P)—A march of striking cotton pick- 
ers through the countryside seeking 
recruits had led tonight to the ar- 
rest of 19 men as leaders and efforts 
by officers to prevent the movement 
from spreading. 

Some 200 white and negro pickets 
joined the march through Yell and 
Pope counties. The strikers demand- 
ed 75 cents a hundred pounds for 
picking cotton and 20 cents an hour 
for other farm labor. The present 
standard price is 50 cents a hundred. 

The leaders were said by officers 
te have threatened those who refused 
to join the strike. Negroes espe- 
cially were alarmed and afraid to 
continue work. 

Officers, however, offered protec- 
tion to workers who refused to strike.
